The na- 
tion’s exports to the United 
States, on the other hand, ag- 
gregated as much as 34 per 
cent of the total. ‘(Exports to 
Asia accounted for 24.4 per cent, 
those to the Middle and Near 
East 6 per cent, those to Africa 
ll per cent those to Latin 
America 6.7 per cent those to 
Pacific area nations 3 per cent). 

The purchasing power of 
European countries as a whole 
is certainly great, though not as 
big as that of the United States. 
Japan may have to place em- 
phasis on Asian nations in de- 
veloping new markets, but the 
purchasing power of Asian na- 
tions as a whole is by no means 


great. 

Japan now spends most of its 
efforts for opening up new mar- 
kets ‘in areas whose purchasing 
wer is big. This is indicated 
clearly by the fact that the 
country’s exports to the Un‘ted 
States account for as much as 
34 per cent of the total. 


Hopes in Europe 
It can be assumed, therefore, 


. that Japan in this respect will 


pin more hopes on the export 
to Europe. 

Although the existence of the 
European Common Market and 
the European Free Trade Asso- 
ciation are a great threat to 
this country, our attention 
should not, however, be taken 
up only by the “demerits” of 
such organizations; we should 

y due note of at least the 
ollowing two merits: 

The first is that the European

ket where up-to-date industrial 
techniques can be utilized 100 
per cent and that it is not an 
exclusive and discriminatory 
trade organization, and the sec- 
ond is to seek the economic 


development of its member na- took 
tions 


In other words, the national 
economy of member nations of 


these organizations is to follow 


the path of development as a 
result of the formation of the 
two organizations. It can be 
said, therefore, that countries 
outside these organizations can 
hope to increase their export 
further to these areas. The 
lies in how to boost 
exports to the two areas. 


Tt if recalled that Lu 
Erhard, Economic Minister 
West Germany, remarked when 
he visited this country last fall 
that Japan would be able to in- 
crease its exports by “increas-

We believe that Japan should 
not try to boost its exports to 
Europe only. by cutting down 
the prices of its goods. 

Another factor we should

Why Ike to Meiji Shrine? | 


To the Editor: 

Should President Eisenhower 
visit Meiji Shrine when he 
comes to Tokyo? This is a 
question raised in many Tokyo 
newspapers lately and one re 
celving considerable comment 
from readers. In the opinion 
of this writer, the contemplated 
visit is either highly improper 
or, if it is kept strictly on a 
sight-seeing basis, very  ill- 
advised. 

Meiji is a religious shrine, not 
the late Emperor’s tomb which 
is at Mormhoyama, near Kyoto. 
The President is a Christian, a 
Presbyterian, a member of a 
confessional church with precise 
formulations concerning the ex- 
istence of only one God and the 
departure from this earthly 
scene of all spirits of the de- 
ceased. Meiji Shrine is simply 
@ religious temple built accord- 
ing to the doctrines of Shin- 
toism to further their beliefs. 
Shintoists hold that the spirits 
of the deceased remain in this 
world as kami (deities) and par- 
ticularly that the spirits of 

at emperors remain as great 

ami and are deserving of great 

shrines where they may receive 
the worship of the nation. 

Further, they teach that the 
emperors are at the top of the 
hieratchy of deities since they 
are held to be direct descend- 
ante of the sun goddess. This 
belief many old-time Shintoists 
wish would be given official re- 
cognition once again, holding 
that true nationalism and moral- 
ity can be instilled in the 
young only when they are 
again related to the service of a 
divine Emperor as the highest 
goal of a Japanese. The end 
product of the nationalism and 
morality which resulted 
from this erroneously oriented 
ideology have been called 
militarism. ‘The fanaticism and 
aggression they e 
are still too recent to be forgot- 
ten. 

Now why should the Presi- 
dent, whose Christian beliefs 
expressiy exclude the above 
conceptions, be called upon to 
visit this religious shrine, there- 
by also seeming to give cre- 
dence to the idea that the 
Emperor's spirit lives there? 
The newspapers have  al- 
ready referred to this visit as 
sampai (going to worship) even 
though the U.S, Embassy has 
said no religious ceremonies 
will be conducted.
